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A BILL FOR

An Act prohibiting a person who is the subject of a protective
order or who has been convicted of a misdemeanor crime of _
domestic violence in violation of federal law from possessing,
transferring, or selling firearms or offensive weapons and
providing a penalty.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF I0OWA:
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Section 1. Section 724.26, Code 2007, is amended to read
as follows:

3 This bill amends Code section 724.26 to prohibit the
4 knowing sale, disposal, possession, shipment, transportation,
5 or receipt of a firearm or offensive weapon by a person who is
9 the subject of a protective order under federal law §18 U.S.C.

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} 922(g)(8)) or by a person who has been convicted o
misdemeanor crime of domestic violence under federal law (18
U.S.C. } 922()(9)- .

10 Violation of the prohibition is a class "D" felony. A

11 class "D felony is punishable by confinement for no more than

12 five years and a fine of at least $750 but not more than

13 $7,500. Such a person shall not be eligible to obtain a

14 permit to carry weapons or a permit to acquire pistols or

15 revolvers.

16 The bill further provides that unless a forfeiture
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proceeding has been initiated, a firearm or offensive weapon
seized under the bill and Code section 724.26 shall be
disposed of in any one of the following ways:

1. Held in evidence if the firearm or offensive weapon was
used or intended to be used in any part to facilitate conduct
giving rise to any of the delineated violations.

2. Transferred to a person who does not live with the
offender and who is qualified in lowa to possess a firearm or
offensive weapon, as determined by the court.

3. Stored by the county sheriff. The court shall assess
the defendant, 1In addition to any other penalty, a fee of $50
plus the costs of any other expenses to cover storage costs.
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
